PHOEPAU SE. 


It is as easy to teach a child to read in six months 
as in six years. The great point is to begin right. 

Letters are marks, and were, at first, perhaps, pic- 
tures of things. It is as easy to teach a child that 
three of these marks together stand for COW as 
that one of them stands for C, another for O, and 
another for W. And it is as easy for him to tell the 
word HORSE from the word COW as it is for him 
to tell the letter H from h, or C from w, or R from r. 

The earliest exercise in reading is to distinguish 
these marks from each other, so that, whenever 
the marks CAT appear together in any place, the 
pupil shall be able to distinguish them from the 
marks DOG, and to call each word which these 
marks stand for by its proves name. 

Every school should have a blackboard, and every 
teacher should know how to use it. When the time 
arrives for the exercise, let the class be called out 
before the teacher, and in front of the blackboard. 
When all are thus ready the teacher makes a mark 
on the blackboard, thus:

Or it may be shown on a large printed card,* and 
the class is required to tell what itis. They then 
find the same mark in a book, and in the different 
pages of a book, until they can as easily distinguish 
this from all other marks as they can distinguish 


. the picture of a dog from the picture of a horse. So 


proceed with other letters, and then with words. 
After the letters composing a word become familiar, 
so as to be connected in the child’s mind with the 
word and the object for which they stand, he should 
be required to spell the word from memory.
